Papers will pe presented on abattoirs, epidemics, 
life ‘msurance in its relations to public heuelth, 
storms, water question in cily, sewerage, engin- 
eering problems of the Mississippi river, hygiene 
0 emigrant ships, prevention of 
venerial diseases, voluntary sanitary association, 
te. The special questions suggesied for discus. 
sion at this meeting, lu addition to those con- 
nected with the papers referred to, relate to the 
method of preventing the spread within a town 
_r city, after they have been once introduced, of 
such contagious or spreading diseases as diphthe- 
ria, scarlet fever, yellow fever, measles, small 
x. etc. 

‘Lhe papers were as follows: What are the best 
means of securing prompt and reliable informa- 
tion as to the presence and location of cases o!

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THE STATE CAMPAIGN 


COLQUITT IN JEFFERSON COUNTY. 


The Keynote of the Campaign Sounded—How Hall 
Promises to Go—The Seventh Solid for 
Colquitt—Major Moses in Athens 
—From the Oonnties. 


The key note of the Colquitt campaign 
was struck in the forcible though irrever- 
ent remark of a voter recorded in yester- 
day’s ConstITUTION— | ; 

“The thunder makes the devil of a rack 
et, but you notice its the lightning tbat 
does the work.’’ 

The Colquitt men are not noisy, but 
they are thinking deep, and will do the 
voting when the time comes. From every 
quarter the tmost satisfactory assurances 
come, and the overwhelming defeat of. Mr. 
Norwood is more than assured. The mi- 
nority are fretting and fuming, but the 
majority hold the Jines and are driving 
straight. The people understand that the 
Norwoodites are making a bluff and noth 
ing else, and their boasts will appear ridic- 
ulous in the light of the votes when they 
are recorded. In the meantime we present 
below the shifting phases of a day’s work: 


An Estimate of Hall. 
Mr. J. E. Redwine, one ot the veterans of Hall 
county, say: that after the most thorough can- 
vass he is satisfied that the majority for Colquitt 
in Hall county cannot be less than 30J, and 
wili more probably be 500, 
“If a vote were takea to-day and a full vote 
rolled, Colquitt could net get less than 
rfive hundred majurity in my opinion. This 
agrees with the estimate of the best judges. The 
idea that Norwood will carry the county is out of 
‘the question.”’ 
*‘Have you heard from any other counties?”’ 
“Yes. I met Sutton, of Habersham, who surely 
knows his county. He says that Colquitt will get 
700 to 88 majority in Habersham. There is no 
doubt he will get over 5.0. Franklin county is 
almost solid for Colquitt, and Gwinnett is the 
same. In Banksitis somewhat closer, but the 
majority there will be about 00. These opinions 
are based on reliable information.”’ 


“A Gentlemasg of the Seventh.” 
His VIEWS ON THE CAMPAIGN—THE RURAL 
DISTRICTS ALL SOLID FOR COLQUITT. 
A gentleman who lives in the seventh district, 
but travelsoverthe state a good deal, dropped 
us a few lines on the state campaign yesterday. 
He said: 
‘The Norwood men do like we have been do- 
ing in the seventh against old Felton. They shout, 
and whoop, and swing banners, and shoot can- 
non, and raise Cain generally, just as we used to 
dv for Lester and Dabney.

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GUVERNING THE SOUTHERN TRADE, 


The Settlement of Differences Between the New 
Orleans People acd the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Authorities—The Interests Af- 
f-cted —_ P assenger Rates. 


THE NEW ORLEANS SETTLEMENT. 
New Orleans Picayune. 

The conf -rence between the representatives of 
the Chicago, St. Louis and Nashville railroads, 
for the adjustment of ‘he difficulties between the 
two companies, has not been without beneficial 
resuits to New Orleans. So far as passenger fares 
are concerned, these remain to be adjusted at 
a general couvention to be held in New York the 
latter part of this mouth. In the meantime the 
old figures are m intained, and tne principle 
admitted that the short line makes the rates. 

Relative to freight traffic, the Jackson railroad 
was firm in its demands to maintain New Orleans 
upon a competitive basis at least as good as that 
she bad before the war begau, and it would seem 
has secured this result. The Crescent Freight line, 
“hich has been aboutthe only outl t we have bad 
in the direction of the At antic states for the dis- 
tribution of goods on orders, is restored. This 
line operates over the Jackson railroad to Jack- 
son, thence over the Vicksburg aud Meridian, 
the Alabama Centraland the L. and N , r-aching 
Selma, Muntgomery, and nearly all the important 
points in that section. The old territory is fully 
recovered, and rates left to be adjusted as the 
occasion demands. 

On ail north-bound business in the staples 
which we handle most largely New Orleans has 
been placed in a position to meet all competition. 
Rice will be carried hence to Chicago, Ciucinnati, 
Louisville and Nashville as cheaply as from 
Charleston, the rates being 32c., 28c, and 24c. per 
100. On coffee and sugar the rates to the princi- 
pal western distributing points will be as favora- 
ble as those from Baltimore, and cheaper than 
from other Atlantic seaboard cities. 

Generai D. B. Morey, in explaining the prin- 
ciples for which the Jackson road contended, re- 
vealed to us a condition of affairs along the line 
of the road that does not speak well for tye en- 
terprise of our merchants. The bulk of the sup- 
plies purchased from Milan down to Magnolia 
are brought down from the west, and as the cot- 
ton is all moved in the same direction most of the 
cars return empty. For this reason a low rate of 
freight is offered to shippers here, but is avaiied 
of but seldom Flour, for example, can be 
shipped from New Orleans to Canton for 40 cents 
per barrel less than the rate from St Louis. The 
tariff on all articles of western produce is equal y 
favorable 
The western and northern houses bave dru n- 
mers all along the line of the road, and sell coffee 
aud sugar, and even cotton ties, within 100 miles 
of this city. A representative of a New Orleans 
house is seldom seen, and a large field of opera- 
tions where we have aon f facility for successful 
comnpetition is abandoned. That Mr Morey is in 
earnest is evidenced by his offer to make any rate 
within reason to shippers here where the tariff is 
nowsatisfactory, and to give free transportation to 
i oun seeking business along the line of the 
road. 
In the matterof through freights on imported 
goois, this road has been equally careful of the 
business interests of New Or eans. Coffee can be 
laid down in Chicago or St. Louis at a less rate 
from this port than from Atlanticseabo ard towns, 
and the same is trne of hardware, dry goods and 
general merchandise. so far as transportation 
facilities are concerned, there is, therefore. 10 
obstacle in the wy of a competition for the im- 
port tra e of the west. 
Another udvantage g ined to New Orleans in 
the inte conferei.ce by Mr Morey reiates to move- 
meots via the “Crescent line.’’ The avenue for 
ieaching Alabama, Georgia and the Carolinas has 
been recovered, aud our merchants will once 
more be enabled to use it in supplying the trade 
of those states with all kinds of merchaudise froin 
this city.

Judge 
Williamson had been suffering for years with b 
small caucer on the nose, which we learn was 
rapidly growing upon him, and during the past 
few months he had been drinking to some ex- 
tent.
